Rights in force. These methods 
are: 

(1) Veterans who graduate in 
June, 1952, and who will teach dur- 
ing the regular academic year of 
1952-53 may establish a pattern of 
Summer session attendance only by 
attending the 1952 Summer Ses- 


’ sion, teaching during the regular 


academic year, and then attending 
the 1953 and subsequent Summer 
Sessions (continuance in the teach- 
ing profession is a prerequisite to 
this plan), or (2) they may enroll 
for at least one course each semes- 
ter of the regular academic year 
and thus maintain a continuous at- 
tendance status in that manner. 
Veterans choosing the Summer 
Session only pattern must enroll 
for a bona fide degree objective, 
while students who choose the pat- 
tern of attendance during the regu- 
lar academic year, may have either 
a degree or a credential objective; 
provided that the credential sought 


from the student’s previous course. 
Some veterans who plan gradu- 
ate work have been set up by the 
Veterans Administration for grad- 
date degree objectives not offered 
by Sacramento State College. The 
College has been advised not to ac- 
cept certificates valid for degree 
objectives which it does not offer, 
and students must either change to 
an institution which offers the de- 
gree sought or change degree ob- 
jective. 
(A change in degree objective is al- 
lowable only if the advanced degree 
sought can be considered a normal 
progression from the student’s un- 
dergraduate program.) The Col- 
lege has been assured that Veter- 
ans Administration Registration 
Officers will check the offerings 
“of the Sacramento State College 
and will attempt not to issue cer- 
tificates for degree objectives not

The 30-day allowance is applicable 
only for a normal progression ap- 
plication. In all other cases the 
veteran who desires a change must 
be in training in his old objective 
when requesting the change from 
the Veterans Administration.
